Motorcycle Races On 
AT Golden Gate Fields 


An earlier decision to prohib- 
it a national championship mo- 
toreyele race at Golden Gate 
Fields was reversed last Wed- 
nesday night at a special con- 
tinuation meeting of the Albany 
City Council. 


The permit had previously 
been denied because of the ‘in- 
tolerable’ noise created by a 
similar race held last year at 
Golden Gate Fields. 


The change came about after 
two hours of debate over the 
noise level, muffler require- 
ments and at what rate the pro- 
moter would be penalized if he 
exceeded the maximum noise 


level. 


The permit was ‘being recon- 
sidered because the promoter, 
Michael Goodwin of Max Media, 
Ine., assured the Council that 
new muffler requirements 
would abate the noise level to at 
least one fourth of last year. 


City Administrative Officer 
James B. Turner recommended 
to allow the September 29 race, 
but to set a bond of $5,000, a 
$1,000 license fee and a penalty 
formula whereby the promoter 


would forfeit $1,000 for each 
three decibels over the maxi- 
imum acceptable registered 


noise level. 


This was passed by the Coun- 
cil, but a substitute motion was 
made when Goodwin explained 
that he would have to put up 
more in bond than he could

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Safe Boating 
For Summer Fun 


Boating can be lots of fun 
and it can. also be very sad; 
nothing should ever be taken 
for granted. Know your boat 
and the local boating laws. 

Small-craft passengers were 
involved in nine out of 10 
drownings in the United States 
last year, which in turn account- 
ed for 80 per cent of the 1,754 
boating deaths. 

Many years of experience in 
driving a car does not automa- 
tically qualify you for operating 
a small boat. It has its own spe 
cial features with which you 
should become familiar before 
you venture out on some water- 
way. Without the feel for han- 
dling your boat, for example, 
you won't be able to weather a 
possible sudden storm, 

Remember that practice 
makes perfect. And for that 
practice, shun deep, congested 
water. Seek smooth, shallow 
water near shore. Preferably 
go with an experienced teacher. 
And there's every reason to take 
a boating safety course offered 
by some reputable organization. 

A major consideration of 
yours should be fhe good ‘oper 
ating shape of your boat, Both 
preseason and midseason check- 
ups help keep it that way. 

Whenever you plan to leave 
the dock. check all equipment 
first. And that includes your 
first-aid kit and flotation’ de- 
vices for each person aboard. 

Overloading the boat or not 
distributing _the load evenly 
can be a fatal mistake. Seat the 
passengers and properly place 
the equipment so that the boat 
rides level. A friend might ap- 
proach you at the very last min- 
ute to let him join your passen- 
gers. If you have no more safe 
room, don’t try to squeeze him 
in somewhere. It’s not worth 
the risk. 

Nor should you take off on 
a boating adventure without 
concerning yourself with the 
weather. Check the forecasts. If 
unfavorable, save the boating 
for a day with clear blue skies. 
If favorable, you still might be 
in for a surprise: Keep your 
eyes peeled for nature’s warn- 
ing about an impending storm. 
At the first sign of such a 
storm, head for shore. 

Making for safety and fun 
afloat, the rules of the water- 
ways are based on commmon 
sense. Understand them. Follow 


them to the best of your ability 


and there won't be that confus-

Public Responds To 


Park Council 


With background sounds of 
the Pet Show going on in one 
part of Memorial Park and the 


American Legion building a ‘bar- 


becue fireplace in another, the 
Albany City Council held a pub- 
lic hearing at the old tennis 
courts, at 11 am., August 10. 
Mayor Richard Clark and Coun- 
cilmen Michael Gleason and 
Patrick Griffin were present, as 
well as Park Commissioners 
Ruth Meniketti and Bill Culley. 
The purpose of the hearing 
was to receive ideas from the 
public as to how the money 
budgeted for Memorial Park im 
provements should be spent. 


The Park and Recreation De- 
partment had three plans on ex:

gested by the Planner (Theo- 
dore Osmundson) for Park and 
Recreation. After reviewing 
these, the Council opened the 
hearing to the public. 


The Council reeived only two 
letters for the hearing — one 
from Wm. Woolworth recom- 
mending delay on the plan and 
one from the Park and Recra- 
tion Commission with an addi- 
tional recommendation that the 
tennis court not be replaced but 
that additional courts be built in 
the new park to be purchased 
near the Middle School. 

Suggestions regarding the 
tennis courts. were numerous. 
Several people wanted more 
courts; others said eliminate 
them. Ralph Buckwalter. and 
Ann Berry requested better’ 
park lighting. Mary Culley, a 
professional dog trainer, gave 
the Council pictures of a park in 
San Francisco designed for dog 
owners and dogs only. She: sug- 
gested the old tennis court site 
be used for such a park. Sever- 
al young mothers spoke of the 
need for a “tot lot” for very 
young children. Ruth Eaton 
spoke of the need for a picnic 
area near the children's play 
area.

Albany School Taxes 
Cut By 8 Cents 


The adoption of a $7.6 million 
budget by the Board of Educa- 
tion may result in an eight cent 
cut in the school tax rate for 
Albany residents. 

The estimated cut, from $6.52 
to $6.44 per hundred dollars as- 
sessed valuation, was made pos- 
sible by an increase in the total 
assessed valuation of property 
in the Albany Unified School 
District from $40.4 million last 
year to $42.5 million this year. 

The approved budget includes 
a proposed expenditure of $3.2 
million in school bond and state 
funds to improve ‘buildings, 
sites and equipment in the dis- 
trict. 

The Board also voted to give 
Albany’s classified and certified 
employees a seven per cent sal- 
ary increase for the coming 
year, instead of the four per 
cent previously agreed upon. 

The additional raise will cost 
approximately $81,000 and is

Four seater Amendments 
To Be Put Before Voters 


The November election will 
have Albany voters deciding on 
four proposed charter amend- 
ments. 

The City Council approved fi- 
nal wording for the four amend- 
ments at Monday night’s meet- 
ing and referred one proposed 
amendment back to the Charter 
Review Committee. 

The proposed 
are: 

1. A two-term limitation for 
City Councilmen with a two 
year hiatus before members are 
eligible to run again. 

2. A compensation schedule 
for City Councilmen that should 
not exceed Government Code 
limits for General Law cities the 
same size as Albany. At this 
time that amount is $30 per 
meeting with a maximum of 
$150 per month. Also included is 
reimbursement for any actual 
and necessary expenses, 

3. A change in the Charter to 
allow Board of Education mem 
bers to be compensated for their 
duties. 

4. A retitling in the Police De 
partment to modernize admin 
istrative procedures. 

A proposed amendment that 
would put a term limitation, 
similar to the City Council's, on 
the Board of Education was re- 
turned to committee because of 
its questionable legality 

The Council is waiting for 
opinion from the Attorney Gen 
eral because of possible con 
flicts with State Education Code 
which takes precedence over the 
City Charter. 

The Council, in another de 
cision, passed a proposal allow 
ing Police Chief James Sim 
mons to carry on a study 
other Police Departments in the 
state. 

In the 3-2 decision 20 working 
days were allowed over the next 
year for Chief Simmons to visit 
departments that have initiated 
innovative changes. Particularly 
in towns similar in size to Al 
bany. 

Each visit would have to be 
approved by the Council and the 
Chief would have to submit a 
final report. 

Councilmen George Hein and 
Hubert Call were the dissenting 
votes. They suggested that the 
League of California Cities Con 
ference should be a sufficient 
source for learning about other 
police departments.
